Fliers Term Fatal Plane Crash ‘Blessing In Grim Disguise’ 


Circleville aviation enthusiasts 
this week opined thst Sunday's 
fatal airplane crash may be a 
“blessing in grim disquise.” 
They 
declared 
that 
finding 
the cause—a bird’s nest in the . 
carburetor intake—will b r i n g 
about a further alertness on the 
parts of owners, 
fliers, 
menu* 
lecturers m d federal authori­ 
ties. 
The bird's ne t was found by 
Civil Aeronautics Boar<j Inspec-! 
tor Felix Sandusky Monday. Lo-; 
cated far up in the 30-inch air in-1 
take pipe, particles of 
sticks, 
grass and twine choked off the 
engine's air supply, thus caus­ 
ing it to lo;»c power. 


The five - passenger c a b i n 
plane fell, crashing on a road­ 
way in Forest cemetery, killing 
the pilol, Thomas G. 
Griffith, 
27, a registered mechanic at El- 
sea Airport where he had made 
the ill-fated takeoff. 
The plane, a 450-horsepowered 
Howard, had no screen covering 
either the exterior 
or 
interior 
openings of the air intake tub­ 
ing. 
The bird’s nest, p r o b a b l y 
built by an 
English 
sparrow, 
had been constructed within 24 
hours prior to Griffith’s takeoff 
Sunday afternoon. 
Griffith had taken three Cir­ 
cleville persona to Detroit Fri­ 


day, but had stopped overnight 
in Toledo. He returned here S et-1 
urday aternoon. 
Between his return Saturday 
afternoon and his ill-fated take­ 
off Sunday afternoon, the spar­ 
row had 
done 
his 
damaging 
work. 
Griffith had spent all Sunday I 
morning checking I s plane. He 
was an expert, had served as a 
carburetor specialist for the Air­ 
force during World War II. 
I 
Local airport spokesmen said 
Griffith checked his plane’s fuel 
system carefully. 
CAB Inspector Sandusky said 
Griffith had not checked the car­ 


buretor intake pipe apparently 
because this would have entail­ 
ed / major disassembly of en­ 
gine parts. 
While the intake pipe opening 
is large 
enough 
to 
admit 
a 
m an’s fist, a mechanic could not 
—nor would he attempt—to ram 
his arm up into the piping. 
Stressing that sparrows build 
nests rapidly, 
use 
any 
rough 
material available and pay little 
attention to locale, local 
avia­ 
tors reported they noticed an 
abnormal influx of the pesky 
little birds Sunday ai.d Monday. 
A two-place cabin f I i v \ e r 
plane landed at the local Elsea 
strip Monday 
afternoon 
a n d 


Warren Harmon, mechanic at 
the airport, reported that with­ 
in one-half hour, a sparrow had 
attempted to build a nest in the 
wing of the plane. It attempted 
wriggle into the wing through 
a small opening where aileron 
controls are hinged. 
Harmon 
and 
his 
colleague, 
Myron Schelb, immed l a t e l y 
chased away the bird, stuffed 
rags into the openings. 
Schelb said that he knew of no 
specific CAB laws which make 
carburetor intake 
e x t e r i o r 
screens mandatory. He s a i a, 
however, that 
all small craft 
hangared at the Elsea strip do 
have exterior screens. 


Harmon said he was amazed 
that the nesting material rn Grif­ 
fith’s plane caused 
a 
clogup. 
He declared he was certain that 
even if the “ whole bird had been 
sucked into the carburetor,” it 
would have been chewed up and 
exhausted by the powerful Pratt 
and Whitney engine. 
Harmon said 
t h a t Griffith 
spent considerable time warm­ 
ing up his craft before takeoff 
Sunday. The local flier advanc­ 
ed the opinion that during this 
interval, the 
nesting 
material 
was not disturbed to a large ex­ 
tent. 
However, when Griffith revved 


up his 
motor 
and 
the 
cabin 
plane pushed forward on take­ 
off, prop wash and normal in­ 
take 
air 
ram 
crammed 
the 
sticks, grass and twine into the 
carburetor’s gullet. 
Tuesday, local 
airmen were 
not only keeping an eye out for 
more nest-building activity on 
the part of birds, 
but 
w e r e 
checking all aircraft carefully 
and making sure none is 'without 
proper screening. 
Even with these precautions, 
local airmen maintained that if 
“only half” of the mandatory 
safety rules which apply to air­ 
craft were adopted by the auto­ 
mobile 
industry,

HF PERMITTED six bills to 
become law last midnight with- * 
out his signature. These included 
the bill to require a penitentiary 
sentence for the possessors or 
transporters of slot machines.

It was after ten o’clock last 
night 
before 
Lausche 
finally 
made up his mind on the slot 
machine bill. He approved of it j 
in principle, but objected to a 
weakening amendment w h i c h 
would 
exempt 
“ charitable” 
games from the bill’s penalties. I 
His reason for permitting the 
bill to become law without his 
signature could best be sum­ 
med up in his quip to news­ 
men: “ It's like halitosis—bet­ 
ter than no breath at all.” 
The items in the appropria­ 
tions bill the governor vetoes 
were $3,103,000 to the local gov­ 
ernments to make up a 1949-50 
poor relief deficiency, and $50,- j 
OOO each for investigations of the 
highway department and the in-!

YANKS HOED UPPER HAND 
UN Chiefs Hint Red Air 
War Buildup Expected 


Army's Enlisted 
Reserves To Be 
Released Rapidly 


WASHINGTON. June 19—The 
improved military situation in 
Korea was given credit today 
for the Army’s plan to return 
100.000 enlisted reservists to civ­ 
ilian life by the end of this year. 
Veterans entitled 
to 
release 
after 17 months’ service under 
the new' draft 
act 
passed 
by 
Congress 
will 
be 
discharged 
much sooner than scheduled— 
after IO to 16 months’ service, 
in most cases—and 
reservists 
not entitled to release by law 
w ill be mustered out at the same 
time unless an unforeseen em­ 
ergency arises. 
Army Secretary 
P a c e 
an­ 
nounced last night that a “ small 
num ber” of reservists 
will be 
released in July, and that the 
program will be speeded up at 
a steadily accelerated rate to­ 
ward completion by the end of 
December. 
There has been no statement 
on the subject from 
chieftains 
of

Guard or Marine Corps. 


TOKYO, 
June 
20—(Wednes­ 
day) 
—Outnumbered American 
airmen routed Red jet pilots in 
massed air combat over North­ 
west Korea for the third straight 
day Tuesday amid indications 
the enemy may soon commit 
large air units to support an 
aw-aited ground offensive. 
American Sabrejet pilots ran 
their three-day score of enemy 
plane hits to 18 including six 
Russian-type Mig-15s destroy­ 
ed and 12 damaged. 
Tuesday’s swirling air battle 
involved nearl; 
60 planes. At 
least four enemy jets were dam ­ 
aged over Sonchon in combat 
between an estimated 30 Red 
fighters and 27 F-86 Sabrejets. 
First unofficial reports said 
five Red planes were hit. but the 
Fifth Airforce’s summary on the 
battle scale the total down to 
four. 
None of the American planes 
was reported hit. 
In ground fighting the front 
was quiet Tuesday except in the 
east-central sector north of Inje 
where North Korea Red troops 
continued to fight a bitter “do- 
or-die” delaying action.

said 
one hill in this sector changed 
hands six times and added that 
the outcome of the fight was still 
in doubt at nightfall. 
On the west-central front, ag­ 
gressive UN patrols spearc ' into 
a wide no-man’s land, but found 
only a few scattered Red troops. 
Sonchon, scene of Tuesday’s 
air battle, lies 35 miles southeast 
of Stnuiju which is on the Yalu 
river opposite Manchuria where 
the Communist jets nest in their 
bomb-free refuge.

She was book­ 
ed on an arson charge in the 
Jan. 26 fire which forced the 
evacuation of all patients, in­ 
cluding seven infants.

The congressional commit­ 
tee last night tentatively vot­ 
ed to kill the proposed 
beef 
price rollbacks 
w h i c h OPS 
claims will save housewives 
from 
eight to 
ten 
cents 
a 
pound. 
Price Administrator Michael 
DiSalle has ordered beef prices 
cutback 4.5 percent on Aug. I 
and other 4 5 percent on Oct. I. 
The reductions are intended to 
reduce the cost of beef to the 
consumer from four to five cents 
on each rollback. 
An OPS spokesman declared 
after the committee action. 
“ There will be no change in 
our program unless Congress as 
a whole changes the law. The 
action of the committee is not 
the action of Congress.” 
One ten percent rollback in 
beef prices was ordered 
by 
DiSalle in May, but this was 
designed primarily to benefit 
packers and the reduction was 


not passed on to the consum­ 
er. 
The amendment to halt Di- 
Salle’s proposed 
orders w a s 
sponsored by Rep. Fugate, (D) 
Va, 
It prohibits the price stabiliz­ 
er from ordering prices reduced 
on any agricultural commodity 
below 90 percent of the May 19 
level when the first beef roll­ 
back took effect. 
The House group, in an unus­ 
ual night session, also voted to 
freeze farm parity prices at the 
beginning of each year’s m ark­ 
eting season. This was one of 
the controls sought by President 
Truman.

Tuesday on the President’s $8.5 
billion economic aid program, 
He added that he did not feel 
that “ Europe is doing as much 
as it should; the people there 
still expect too much help from 
the United States, but that con­ 
dition is Lmproving.”

Vice Adm. Oscar C. Badger urg­ 
ed today that the Allied forces 
continue the Korean war of at­ 
trition against Red China, but 
“ not open ourselves to the bomb­ 
ing of bases in China.” 
The former Far East naval 
commander told the .MacArth­ 
ur investigating committee the 
United Nations fighting forces 
should “ limit military action” 
to the area south of the Yalu 
river at this time. 
At the same time. Badger said 
that “ if we do not get a negotia­ 
ble reaction from the Chinese 
Communist government pretty 
soon” the UN forces would have 
to do what they could to destroy 
the enemy’s source of equip­ 
ment. 
He explained that by this he 
m eant “stopping equipment go­ 
ing 
into . China 
from 
sources 
which we can control” and strik­ 
ing at it in the area between the 
Yalu river and the Red Chinese 
positions.

THE ADMIRAL agreed with 
the proposals of Adm. Forrest 
Sherman, Chief of Naval Opera­ 
tions, who 
said the 
economic 
blockade of China should be built 
up and consideration be given 
to a naval blockade at some lat­ 
er time if needed. 
He said he would not favor a 
strictly U. S. naval blockade, 
but that any such action “ re­ 
quired the full coordination” of 
all UN forces. 
Badger also testified that: 
I. Nationalist China does not 
have enough troops on Formosa 
to spare for the Korean war, 
and had “ better train them and 
equip them to safeguard the is­ 
land itself ” 
2. Nationalist forces 
might 
try raids on the Chin* main 


land, hut lack numbers to “ go 
there seriously.” He said Chi- 
ang Kai-shek s 
forces 
could 
handle 
such 
raids “t h i rn- 
selves”—without II. S. ships or 
air support. 
3 Allied leaders were 
“ sur­ 
prised” w'hen Russia asked only 
for Manchurian rights 
at 
the 
Yalta conference as concessions 
to enter the Pacific war. But he 
said events have proved the ex­ 
change “ unfortunate.” The Al­ 
lies had feared the Soviets might 
demand a belt leading to the 
Persian Gulf and control of the 
Dardanelles as well as the con­ 
cessions granted at Yalta. Their 
demands for rights at Port Arth­ 
ur and 
Dairen and 
the 
Man­ 
churian Railway were “ received 
with considerable relief as being 
the lesser of the evils.”

WASHINGTON, June 19 — To 
four 13-year-old underprivileged 
youths it must have seemed the 
greatest of luck to run across 
the untended baker’s w a g o n 
with its load of still-warm pies 
and cakes. 
Yielding to the insistence of 
the fragrant odors, they eagerly 
snatched three tray* loaded wuth 
baked goods and darted away. 
It was at this moment that 
the driver, Arthur Litcomb, 24, 
saw them and gave chase. 
But the baker man was no 
match for the fleet-footed quar­ 
tet. 
He hailed a patrol car and 
three policemen gave chase to 
the youngsters who, spil l i n g 
cakes, buns and pies from the 
trays, ran across some railroad 
tracks through a housing devel­ 
opment and down onto King­ 
man's Island. 
The boys ran the entire length 
of the island and the three po­ 
licemen followed, one on each 
side and the third down the mid­ 
dle of the plot. 


It was a mile run from bak- * 
er s wagon to island tip 
The hot, exhausted y o u t h * 
were cornered.

policemen

proached, the four boy* decided 
to try to swim the river rather 
than face the consequences

Inductions 
To Continue 
Until 1955 


Service Period 
Alna Extended 


WASHINGTON, June 19—Pres­ 
ident Truman today signed into 
law the new Draft-Universal Mil­ 
itary Training bill lowering th* 
induction age from 19 to 18 and 
one-half and paving the way for 
the nation’s first UMT program. 
The 
measure 
extends the 
draft until June 36, 1955, and 
lengthens the service period 
from the present 21 month* to 
24 months. It prevents actual 
induction of any youths under 
19 until all available men in 
the present 19 through 25 man­ 
power pool are called up. 
Defense Secretary 
Marshall 
hailed the signing of the bill as 
“ a step of historic significance’* 
and further notice to the Com­ 
munists that the U. S. will con­ 
tinue strong and oppose aggres­ 
sion throughout the world. 
Marshall declared that “ our 
best hope for restoring peace 
lies in convincing the Commun­ 
ist forces of Russia and her 
satellites that they cannot win.’* 
Under the bill, machinery for 
setting up the UMT program is 
as follows:

THE 
PRESIDENT will 
ap­ 
point a five-member National 
Security Training Commission, 
which, within four months, must 
recommend to the Senate and 
House Armed Services Commit­ 
tees a detailed plan approved by 
the secretary of defense. 
Within 45 days, the committee 
must act on enabling legislation. 
W’hen the plan goes into oper­ 
ation, every 18-year-old will re­ 
ceive six months’ training, then 
go on reserve status for seven 
and one-half years. 
Chairman Vinson, (D> Ga., of 
the House committee, has pre­ 
dicted that Congress will ap­ 
prove 
UMT in October. Sen. 
Johnson. (D) Tex., has said it 
can begin to operate within a 
year. 
The draft bill generally gives 
the President—acting through 
Selective Service—the power 
over deferments. 
High school puoils, however, 
may be deferred until they are 
20 or to finish their courses, and 
college students until the end of 
the school year. 
Other provisions include: 
Land-force recruits must have 
four months’ training before go­ 
ing overseas, but Navy “ boots’* 
may be trained at sea 
A total of 12,500 aliens can en­ 
list in the armed forces by June 
30, 1955. 
Draft boards can defer con­ 
scientious objectors from active 
service provided they perform 24 
months’ work which contribute* 
to the “ national health, safety, 
or interest.”

Among the most common of 
these complications is one which 
affects male patients only. This 
is orchitis, an inflammation of 
the sex glands which causes them 
to becom e sw ollen and very 
tender. 
After the orchitis disappears, 
there may be atrophy or wasting 
of the sex gland tissues, making 
the individual sterile. 


Frequent Complication 


Another frequent complication 
of mumps in the adult is enceph­ 
alitis, In which the person be­ 
comes sleepy, has abnormal mus­ 
cle movements, and may develop 
paralysis of parts of his body. 
This is a much feared complica­ 
tion. It may occur in one out of 
every four adults having mumps. 
In the past, fear of contracting 
the disease from their children 
concerned parents. It Is very hard 
to keep a child with mumps sepa­ 
rated from his parents. There­ 
fore, science has looked for a 
method to prevent mumps in 
adults who are exposed to it by 
their children.

Skin Test 


Recently, some 
investigators 
developed a skin test to deter­ 
mine a person's susceptibility to 
mumps 
Thus, when 
there 
is 
doubt as to whether or not an 
adult has mumps, the physician 
can determine whether the per­ 
son has ever had the disease. 
Then, if the adult discovers that 
he is exposed to the disease and 
his skin test reveals that he may 
contract mumps, he*can be pro­ 
tected against It. A vaccine is 
usually used to immunize an in­ 
dividual against mumps. How­ 
ever, the vaccine is made less 
toxic by treating it with ultra­ 
violet light and formalin. 
This procedure does not work 
too well in all cases. Some adults, 
who are immunized after expos­ 
ure. may still develop the disease.

Dixie College’s Jim ( row 
Law Abandoned-Easily 


Editor’s Note: Four Negro 
law students have been admit­ 
ted to the University of North 
Carolina for the first time in 
the 
160-vear 
history 
of 
die 
school. Two of the students 
were assigned to a campus 
dormitory. An 
INS reporter 
was on hand for opening day 
classees to ratch the reaction 
of white students. This is his 
report.

CHAPEL HILL. N. C., June 19 
—H arvey Beech and J. Kenneth 
Lee were lying across hard dor­ 
m itory cots when I walked into 
their third-floor room. Both were 
looking through thick college law­ 
books and greeted me warmly. 
Beech was tall, m u s c u l a r , 
olive-skinned and mustachioed. 
He looked like a well-groomed 
Latin American Lee was slight 
and dark-skinned with a friend­ 
ly, w arm smile and a soft-spoken 
voice. 
“ Things have 
been 
v e r y 
sm ooth,” Beech answered when 
I asked about the reception they 
received in the classroom.

“ I WENT TO CLASS early and 
sat down.” Lee said. “ I thought 
Pd let them decide whether they 
wanted to sit next to me. Pretty 
soon, one 
fellow' 
sat 
longside 
m e at the table and said ‘Hello* 
and then two others cam e and 
sat at the other two seats at the 
table.”

late 
to 
my

class.” Beech smiled, “ so I just 
took a seat and nobody seemed 
to notice me. They treated me 
just the sam e as any other stu­ 
dent.” 
“ How do you like our private 
su ite?” they then asked, laugh­ 
ing.

three other empty rooms on 
the third floor of their dormi­ 
tory. Cniversity o f f i c i a l s 
moved several white students 
out of the other rooms “ in an ­ 
ticipation of more Negro stu­ 
dents.” 
A student who was moved to 
the second floor said he w'ould 
just as soon have stayed on the 
third floor, but the authorities 
insisted that he move. One fresh­

by ourselves,’* said Lee with an

Those 
restraints 
and inhibitions must be develop­ 
ed rn the home, 
I hate a personal fam iliarity 
v. th similar conditions which ex­ 
isted among the Jewish immi­ 
grants on the east side of New 
York. They came in large num­ 
bers and crowded into the east 
side. They 
also 
were 
without 
American traditions and habits. 
But their religious and family 
life was not only beautiful but in­ 
tense. One hears of the very few’ 
gangsters that came out of that 
area but rarely of the hundreds 
of thousands of men and women 
who created for themselves fine 
and useful lives in this country. 
It was religious consciousness, 
centered about the family, which 
saved these personalities from 
the disintegrating influences of a 
transition from one culture to 
another.

Student Farm 
Project Started 


WILMINGTON, 
June 
19— 
Twenty-one .students of agricul­ 
ture, from as many colleges in 
the United States, Poland, India 
and Canada, began living and 
working on farm s Monday near 
Wilmington. 
The group. 
18 of which are 
American, wall spend the Sum­ 
m er at Wilmington college learn­ 
ing about rural living first hand. 
The students are slated to work 
on Clinton County farms, in farm 
homes, and in food processing 
plants to 
become 
acquainted 
with problems of rural people. 
The project is sponsored by the 
American Friends Service Com­ 
mittee. 


This year the cost is from $1,500 
to $1,600 per mile. 
“ Tho average farm —w e’ll say 
it has IOO acres—ean he electri­ 
fied today at 
cost of $15 to $17 
a month to the farmer. 
“ The electrification includes 
lights, refrigerator, radio, tele­ 
vision, cooking range, water 
heater, t o a s t e r , percolator, 
clocks, bathroom neater, milk­ 
ing machine, pig and chicken 
brooders and shop tools. 
“ When we first started distri­ 
buting power to farmers, we ran 
into the usual amount of skepti­ 
cism. Most of it came from the 
farmers t h e m s e l v e s 
They 
couldn’t see that they had any 
great need for electricity. Hadn’t 
they 
been 
getting 
along 
fine 
without it? 
“ But they began signing up. 
first for farm lights then for 
other things. And now, on many 
of those farms where there had 
been skepticism, 
you 
couldn’t 
take electric power away from 
them without a terrific strug­ 
gle.’

FISCHER EXPLAINED that 
South Central REA buys raw 
I wer—at 40,000 
volts—f r o m 
Ohio Midland Power Company, 
and steps it down to 6.900 volts 
for distribution throughout the 
nine counties serviced by REA. 
“ There is a possibility,’’ said 
Fischer, “ that sometime in the 
future power from the Tennessee 
Vealier Authority will be brought 
into this area. 
“ It will mean cheaper rates. 
Al present TVA retail rates 
are lower than the wholesale 
rates we pay. Of course, if 
TVA power com es here the 
rat*»s won’t be that low. There 
will be the expense of trans­ 
mission to consider.” 
The REA m anager said that 


because of the increasing load 
on its lines it is planning to re­ 
phase them, change them from 
two to fqur lines. 
In one month, he added, one 
million and a half kilowatt hours 
of electric power are used. 
He 
defined a kilowatt hour as the 
power to keep a IOO watt electric 
light bulb going for IO hours.

REA BEGAN selling electric 
appliances in 1945, Fischer said, 
adding: 
“ But it is. strictly a sideline.” 
Concerning the new location on
